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THE ACADEMIC HONOURS TEA 


On Saturday, January 15th, Sir George Williams University will 
offer a reception for the honours students of the Institution. As 
you perhaps know, an honour student is a student who does extremely 
well academically. He must maintain a "B" average. I extend to you 
a cordial invitation to attend and participate in this event which 
will be held at 3:00 p.m. in Birks Hall, 1435 Drummond Street. It 
is referred to as "The Academic Honours Tea" and there is only one 
formal part in the programme and that is "The Principal's Remarks". 


The Academic Honours List for the past year consists of 225 
names, 145 students were registered in the day division, while 80 
were evening students. These numbers represent 4.14% of the day 
registration and .91% of the evening registration. Twenty-two day 
students and twenty-one evening students retained their standing as 
Honour List students. 


Last year 107 day students and 90 evening students were named 
to the Honours List. This represents 3.57% of the day registration 
and 1.25% of the evening students.
